The wozke is bzonght to end by which the authoz did account 
(And rightlie) with eternall fame aboue the ſtarres to mount. 
Foz whatſoeuer hath bin wit of aunctent time in Greeke 
By ſundzy men diſperſedly , and in the Latin ecke, 
Ok this ſame darke Philoſophle of turned ſhapes , the ſame 
Hath Ouid into one whole maſſe in this booke bzonght in frame. 
Fowztktnde of thinges in this his worke the Poet dooth containe : 
That nothing vader heauen dooth ay in ſtentaſt tate remaine. 
And next that nothing pericheth, but that ech ſubſtance takes 
Another ſhape than that it had: of theſe two pointes he makes 
The pꝛoofe by ſewing thzongh his wozke the wonderfull exthaunge 
Ot Goddes, men, beaſts, and elements, to ſundzy ſhapes right traunge, 
Beginning with creation of the wozld, and man of lime, 
And ſo pzoceeding with the turnes that happened till hts time, 
Then ſheweth he the ſoule of man from dying to be free, 
By ſamples of the noble men, who foz their vertues bee 
Accounted and canonized foz Gods byheathen men, 
And by the paines of Lyinbo lake, and bliſfu{l tate agen 
De (pirits in the Eliſian fieldes. And thoagh that of theſe thzee 
be make diſcourſe diſperſedly : yer ſpecially they bet 
Diſcuſſed in the latter bookein that ozation,where 
He bzingeth in Pythagozas diſwading men from feare 
Df death, and pzeaching abſtinence from fleſh of liuing things. 
But as foꝛ that opinion which Pythagoꝛas there bzings 
Ok ſoules remouing out of beaſtes to men, and out of men 
To bir des and beaſtes both wild and tame, both too and fro agen. 
It is not ts bevnderſtand of that (ame ſoule, whereby 
Ulee ate endewd with reaſon and diſcretion from on hir: 
But of that ſonle oz life the which bzute beaſtes as well as wee 
Enioy. Thee ſoztes of life oꝛ ſoule (fox ſo they termed bee) 
Are found in things. The firſt giues powze to thzfue, encreaſe and grow, 
And this in ſenſeleſſe herbes and trees and ſtaubs it ſelfe dooth ſhow. 
The ſecond giueth powxe to moue and vſe of ſenſes fine, 
And this remaines in bzntiſh beaſtes, and keepeth them aline. 
Both theſe are moztall, as the which receiued of the aire 
By fozce of Phebus , after death, doe M7 repaire. 
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The third gines vadecffanding, wit, and'reaſon: and the ſame 
Is it alonely which with vs of ſoule dooth beatethe name. 
And as the ſecond dooth conte ine the firſt : euen lo the third 
Conteyneth both the other twaine. And neither beaſt, noz bird, 
Noꝛ lich, noz herbe, noꝛ tree, noz ſhzub , noz any earthly wight 
(Sane onely man) can of the (ame partake the heauenty might. 
I graunt that when our bzeath doth from our body go away, 
It dooch efrſoones returne to apze : and of that ayze there may 
Both bird aad beaſt participate, aud we of theirs likewiſe. 
Foz while we tiue (the thing it ſetfe appeareth to our eyes) 
Both they and wee dzaw all one bzeath . But foz to derme oz ſap 
Dur noble ſonle (which is dinine and permanent foz ay) 

Is common to vs with the beaſts , I thinke it nothing leſſe 
Than foz to be a point of him that wiledome dooth pzofeſſe. 

Ok this J am right well aſſurde, there is no Chziſten wight 
That can by fondneſſt be ſo farre ſednced from the right. 

And finally he dooth pzoceede in ſhewing that not oll 

That beare the name of men (bow ſtrong, fierce, ſtout, bold, hardy, tall. 
How wile, faire, rich, oz digbly bozne, how much renownd by fame, 
So cre they bee, although on earth of Goddes they beare the name 

Are foz to be accounted men: but ſuch as vnder awe 

Df reaſons rule continually doe liue in virtues law: 

And that the reſt doe differ nought from beaſts, but rather bee | 
Much wooꝛſe than beaſtes , becauſe they doe abaſe their owne degree, 
To natucell Philoſophie the foumoſt thzee-pertaine, 
The fourth to mozall : aud in all are pitthie , apt and plaine 
Juſtcuctions which impozt the pꝛalſe of vertuts, aud the hame

By diſobedience of the child : and in the child is ment

Confuſion too the parties which acrompt ol them doo make,

The tale of Tereus, Philomele, and Pyegute dooth conteyne 
Ebat folk are blynd in thyngs that too their pꝛoptr weale perteyne. _ 
And that the man in whom the fpze of furious luſt dooth reigne 
Dooth runne too miſcheefe like a hozſe that gette th looſe the rryne 
It alſo ſhewes the cruel wzeake of women in their wzath

Foꝛ if theſe faults in moꝛtall men do iuſtly merit blame, 
Uhat greater madneſſe can there be than to impute the ſame 
To Gods, Whoſe natures ought to be moſt perfect, pure and bꝛight, 
Maſt vertuous, holie, chaſte, and wiſe, moſt full of grace and light?

Eoquickly ſtrs(theſe woꝛds he ſpake duto his ſeruants) go

ÞisGrandſire Cadmus, Athamas and others of his kin 
Repzoued him by gentle meanes: but nothing could they win, 
The moze intreatance that they made, the fiercer was he flill, 


Auth ſpeare and not with thirſe in hand, with glittring helme on head 
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The moꝛe his friends vid go about to bea him ot his will 
Che moze they did pzonoke his wzath,andſet his rage on fire, 
They made him woꝛſs in that they ſought to bꝛidle his deũre. 
So haue I ſtene 4bzwkeore this, where nothing let the ſtreame, 
Run \moth with little noiſe 02 none: but where as any beame 
Df cragged ſtones did let his courſe, and make him foz to ſtay, 
It went moze fiercely from the ſtop with fomie froth away. 
Behold all blodie come his men, and ſtraight he then demanded

Sir (anſwerd ther) we ſaw him not, bun this lame fellow here

We toke by fozce : and there withall pꝛelented to their Lozd 
A certaine man of Terrhenc land, his hands faſt bound with cozd, 
Whom they lrequenting Bacchus rites had found but late befoze, 
Agrim and cruelt twke-Whith ire did make toſeeme moze ſoze, 
Did Penthey eaſt don the man. And though he ſcarcely ſtaid 
From putting him to taꝛments ſtrait: O wzetched man he ſaid, 
Who by thy wozthy death ſhalt be a ſample unto other, 
Declare to me the names ol the, thy father and thy mother, 
And in what countrie thou wert boꝛne, and what hath cauſed te, 
Dfthele ſtrange rites and ſacrifice, a follower Þ2 to bee, 
He void offeare made anſwere thus, Acetis is my name: 
Of parents but ot lowe degree in Lydie land J came, 
No ground foz painfult ore to till, no ſheepe to beare me wall 
My father left me: no noz hozfe,no2 afſe,noz cow,nsz bull, 
God wote he was but poze himfelfe, with line and baited ha ke 
The friſking fithes in the poles vpon his re&de he toke, 
Vis hands did ſerue in ſtead of lands, his ſubſtance was his craff, 
Now haue J made you true accompt ok all that he me laſt, 
As well of riches as of trades in which J was his heire 
And ſucceſſo2, Foz when that death bereft him vie of atre, 
Sane water he me nothing left. It is the thing alone 
Which foꝛ my lawfull heritage J tlaime, and other none. 
Done after J (becanſothat toth J was ap to abide 
Jn that po2e ſlate) did teatne a ſhip by cunningþand to guide, 
And foz to knowe the rainte figne;that hight thOlenien gote, 
Which with hir milke did nouriſh loue. And alſo J did note 
The Pleiads nd the Hyads moiſt, and ehe the ſeelie plough, 
lis all the dwellings ol the winds that made the ſeas ſo tough. 
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Andeke ſuch hauens as are merte to harbzough veſſels in, 
With euerie ſtarre and heauenly ſigne that guides to ſhipmen bin. 
Now as by chance J late ago did toward Delos ſaile, 
I tame on coaſt of Scios Ile, and ſeeing day to faile, L 
Coke harbꝛough there and went aland. As ſone as that the night 
Was ſpent,and moꝛning gan tope&re with ruddie glaring light, 
Jroſe and bad my companie freſh water fetch aboꝛd, 
And pointing them the way that led directly to the foꝛd, 
J went me toa little hill, and vewed round about, 
Loſe what wether we were like to haue ere ſetting out. 
Which done, J calld my watermen and all my mates togither, 
And willd them all to go abw2d, my ſelfe firſt going thither. 
Lohere we are (Opheltes ſaid) (he was the aiſters mate) 
And ( as he thought) a botie found in deſart fields a late, 
he d2agd a boy vpon his hand that foꝛ his beautie ſheene, 
Amaiden rather than a boy appeared foꝛ tobeene, 
This child, as one foꝛlode with wine and dꝛeint with dzowſre ſleepe 
Did reele, as though he ſcarcely conld him ſelfe from falling kerpe. 
Imarkt his countnance, wed, and pace, no inkling could J ſee, 
By which J might coniecure him a moꝛtall wight to bee. 
Ithought, and to my fellows ſaid : What God J cannot tell, 
But in this bodie that we ſer ſome Godhead ſure doth dwell, 
What God ſoeuer that thou art, thy fauour to vs ſhow, 
And in our labours vs aſſiſt, and pardon theſe alſo, 
P2ay foꝛ thy ſelfe,and not fo2 vs(quoth Dictys by and by.) 
Animbler fellow fo; to clime vpon the maſt on hie, 
And by the cable downe to ſlide, there was not in our kerle. 
Swart Melanth patrone of the ſhip did like his ſaying weele, 
9oalſo did Alcimedon: and ſo did Libys to, 
And blacke Epopeus eke whoſe charge it did belong vnto 
To ſe the rowers at their times their duties duely do, 
And ſo did all the reſt of them: ſo ſoꝛe mens eies are blinded 
Where couetouſneſſe of filthie gaine is moꝛe thanreaſon minded, 
Well ſirs(quoth J) but by your leaue you ſhall not haue it ſo: 
J will not ſuffer ſacrilege within this ſhip to go. 
Foz J haue here the moſt todo. And with that woꝛd J ſtept 
Upon the hatches, all the reſt from entrance to haue kept. 
Che rankeſt ruſfian of the rout that Ly cab had to name, 
(Who fo2 a murder being late dziuen out oo came 
J. 
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To me foz ſuttoꝛ) wered wd, and with his ſturdie fiſt 
Did giue me ſuch a churliſh blow becauſe 4 did reſiſt, 


That oucr boꝛd he had me ſent, but that with much ado i 
I caught the tackling in my hand, and held me faſt thereto, Th 
Che wicked varlets had a ſpoꝛt to ſce me handled ſo, Th 
Then Bacchus (foz it Bacchus was) as though he had but tho, Pet 
ene waked with their noiſe from ſl@pe,and that his dꝛouſie bꝛaine To 
Diſcharged of the wine (began to gather ſence againe) Bu 
Said: What a do: what noiſe is this? how came J here J pzay ? An 
Sics, tell me whether you do meane to carrie me away. dn! 
Feare not my boy (the patrone ſaid) no moꝛe but tell me where Dil 
Thon dof defire to go a land, and we will ſet thee there. W 
Ta Naxus ward (quoth Bacchus tho) ſet ſhip vpon the fome, Of 
There would 3 haue you harbꝛough take, foꝛ Naxus is my home. | 36 
Like periurd caitifs,by the ſea,and all the Gods thereof, Bu 
They faily ſ ware it ſhould be ſo, and there withall in ſcoffe An 
They bade me hoiſe vp ſaile and go. Upon the righter hand an 
A calf about to fetch the wind, foꝛ ſo did Naxus ſtand, W 
What meanſt: art mad? Opheltes cride,and therewithall begun Th 
A fearc of loſing of their pꝛay thꝛough euer ie man to run. Hie 
The greater part with head and hand a ſigne did to me make, Ant 
And ſome did whiſper in mine eare the left hand way to take. Pe 
J was amazd and ſaid, Take charge hencefo2th who will fo2 me: Th 
Fo? of your craft and wickedneſſe J will no furthꝛer be. Ani 
Then fell they toreniling me, and all the rout gan grudge : Þa 
Df which Ethalion ſaid in ſcoꝛne: Bzlike in you fir ſaudge | Ye 
Conſiſts the ſafegard of vs all: aud with that woꝛd he takes As 
Mp rame, and leauing Naxus quite, to other countries makes. Th 
The God then dall ing with theſe mates, as though he had at laſt On 
Begon to ſmell their ſuttle craft, out of the fozedecke caſt Th 
Vis eie vpon the ſea, and then as though he ſeemd to werpe, No 
Said: Sirs, to bꝛing me on this coaſt ye do not pꝛomiſe kepe, Am 
A lee that this is not the land the which J did requeſt. Am 
Fo2 what occaſion in this ſoꝛt deſerue J to be dꝛeſt: Okt 


What commendation can you win, oꝛ pꝛaiſe thereby receiue, 
I men a lad,i*many one ye compaſſe to deteiue: 

J wept and ſobbed all this while, the wicked villaines laught, 
And rowed ſoꝛth with might and maine, as though they had been ſtraug 
Now euen by him (foz ſure than he in all the wozld ſo wide o

But Jute troubled ſo their oꝛes that fo2th they could not row :

With leaues of Uines : and at his fete there ſcemed fo2 to couch

Oftwentie perſons (fo2 our ſhip ſo many men did beare) 

J only did remaine nigh fraught and frembling ſtill foꝛ feare. 

The God conld ſcarce recomfozt me, and yet he ſaid : Goto, 

Fearenot but ſaile to Dia ward, His will J gladly do. 

And ſoſwne as J came there, with right deuout intent,

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Thou maklt a p2oceſle verie long (quoth Penthey) to th intent 

That (choler being cold by time) mine anger might relent. 
But ſirs(he ſpake it to his men) go take him by and by, 

With cruell toꝛments out of hand go cauſe him foz to die. 
Jmmediately they led away Acetes out of ſight, 

And put him into pꝛiſon ſtrong from which there was no flight, 
But while the cruell inſtruments of death, as l woꝛd and fire 
Were in pꝛeparing wherewithall t'accomplilh Pentheys ire, 

At is repoꝛted that the doꝛes did of their owne accoꝛd 

Burſt open, and his chaines fell off, And yet this cruell Lozd 
Perſiffeth fiercer than befoꝛe, not bidding others go, 

But goes himlelfe vnto the hill Cytheron, which as tho 

Zo Bacchus being conſecrate did ring of chaunted ſongs, 

And other lowd confuſed ſounds of Bacchus d2zunken thꝛongs. 
And euen as when the bloudie trumpe doth to the battell ſound, . 
The luſtie hozſe ſtraight neying out beeſtirres him on the ground, 
And taketh courage therevpon taſſailehis enmie p2owd : 

Euen ſo when Penthey heard a farre the noiſe and howling lowd 
That Bacchus frantike folke did make, it ſet his hart on fire, 

And kindled fiercer than befoze the ſparks of ſettled ire. 

There is a godly plaine about the middle of the hill,

And further moꝛe the luttleneſle and fight thereof was ſuch, 

It followed euerie little pull and cloſd with euerie tuch, 

and ſo he ſet it handſomelte about the haunted couch, 

Pow when that Venus and hir mate were met in bed togither, 

hir huſband by his newfound ſnare befoze conuaied thither, 

Did ſaarle them both togither faſt in mids of all their plaie 

And ſetting ope the iuoꝛie dozes,cald all the Gods ſtreight waie 

To ſi them : they with ſhame inough faſt lockt togither latc. 

Icertaine God among the reſt diſpoſed fo2 to ſpozt,

The reldue laught and ſo in heauen there was no talke awhile,

And like as he hir ſecret loues and meetings had bew2atd :

But then bethinking her, he ſaid : What hath my pleaſant ground, 
hat haue my cities treſpaſſed : What fault in them is found 2 
Nay rather let this wicked rate by exile puniſht beene, 
Oꝛ death, oꝛ by ſume ather thing that is a meane betweene 
Both death and exile: what is that? ſaue onelie fo2 to change 
Their ſhape. Jn muling with her lelfe what figure were moſt ſtrange, 
Dhe caſt her eie vpon a hozne : and thercwithatl ſhe thought 
The ſame to be a ſhape right-mcate vpon them to be bꝛought. 
And ſo ſhe from their mightie luns their natine figure toke, 
And turnd then into baiſtous bulles with grim and cruell lake. 
Pet durſt the filthie Propers ſtand in ſtiſte apinion, that

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Dame Venus was no Goddeſſe,fill ſhe being w2oth thereat, 

Co make their bodies common firſt tompelld them enerichone, 

and after changd their fozmer kind, Foz when that ſhame was gone, 

and that they wered bꝛazen faſte,ſhe turned them to ſtone, 

an which betweene their fozmer ſhape was difference ſmall o2 none. 
Whom fozbicauſe Pygmalion ſaw to leade their life in ſin, 
Offended with the vice, whereof great ſtoꝛe is packt within 

Che nature ofthe womankind, he led a ſingle life: 

and long it was yer he could find in hart to take a wife, 

Now in the while by wondꝛous art an image he did graue 

Ofſuch pꝛopoꝛtion, ſhape, and grace, as nature neuer gaue, 

gez can to anie woman giue, In this his wozke he toke 

Acertaine loue. The loke of it was right a maidens loke,

Ind pꝛetie ſinging birds, and flo zes of thouſand ſozts and hew, 

Ind painted balles,and amber from the tre diſtilled new, 

Jngo2geous garments furthermoze he did her allo decke, 

and on her fingers put me rings, and chaines about her necke, 

Rich pearles were hanging at her eares,and tablets at her bꝛeſt, 

All kind of things became her well: and when ſhe was vndzeft, 

dhe ſermed not leſſe beautifull. e laid her in a bed, 

The which with ſcarlet dide in Tyre, was richly oueripꝛed, 

And terming her his bedfellow, he couched downe her head 

Upon a pillow ſoft, as though the could haue felt the ſame. 

The feaſt of Venus hallowed th;ough the ile of Cyprus came, 

And bullocks white with gilden hoznes were flaine foz ſacrifiſe, 
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And bp to heauen of frankincenſe the ſmokie kume did riſe. 
When as Pygmalion hauing done his duetie that ſame dots 
Beloꝛe the altar ſtanding, thus with fearfull heart did ſaie: 

Af that you Gods can all things giue, then let my wife(A pꝛaie) 

(Ve durſt not ſate yon-ſame wench of iuoꝛie) but. bee lecke 
My wench of Juoꝛie. Venus (who was naught at all to ſecke 
hat ſuch a wiſh as that did meane) then pzeſent at her feaſt, 
Foꝛ handſell of her friendly hetpe did cauſe th2e times at leaſt 
The fire to kindle, and to ſpire thzice vpward in the aire. 

As ſwne as he came home, raightwaie Pygmalion didrepaire 
' Uinto the image of his wench, and leaning on the bed, 

Did kiſſe her. In her bodie ſtraight a warmetieffe ſermd to ſpꝛed, 
He put his mouth againe to hirs, and on her beaſt did laie 

Vis hand: the iuoꝛie wered ſoft : and putting quite awaie 

All hardneſſe, yelded vnderneath his fingers, as we fee 

A peece of war made ſoft againſt the ſunne, oꝛ d2awne to bee 
In diners ſhapes, by chafing it betweene ones hands, and o 
To ſerue to vies, Ye amazd ſfod wauering to and fro, | 
Zweene ioie and feare to be beguild, againe he burnt in loue, 
Againe with feeling he began his wiſhed hope to pꝛoue. 

He felt it verie fleſh ind&d. By laying on his thumbe, 

e felt her pulſes beating, Then he ſtad no longer dumbe, 
But thanked Venus with his heart: and at the length he laid 
His mouth to hirs, who was as then become a perfect maid, 
She felt the kilſe, and bluſht thereat: and lifting fearefullie 
Yer eie- lids vp, her louer and the light at once did ſpie. 

The mariage that her ſelfe had made the Goddeſſe bleſſed ſo, 
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That when the mone with fulſome light nine times her courſe had go,

Rules Nereus and his daughters to, and all the ſea beſide, 

This ſaid, he at Achilles ſent a dart that ſhould abide 

Upon his ſheeld: it perced thꝛough the ſteele and thzough nine fold 
Ok oxen hides, and ſtaid vpon the tenth. Achilles bold

To heare it euerie one of vs) O eloquent old man 
The wiſedome ol our age: what was that Cenic and how he wan 
An other than his natiue ſhape, and in what rode, oꝛ in 
hat fight oꝛ ſkirmiſh,tweene you firſt acquaintance did begin, 
And who in fine did vanquith him, if any vanquilht him. 
Then Nettor, Though the length of time haue made my ſenſes dim, 
And diuers things erſt ſeene in youth now out of mind be gone: 
Pet beare J ſtill mo things in mind, and of them all is none 
Among lo manie both of peace and warre, that yet doth take 
Moꝛe ſtedfaſt rote in memoꝛie. And if that time may make 
A man great ſtoꝛe of things thꝛough long continuance foz to ſee,

And greeting had both giuen and tane, ſhe loked — 

And graunting au that we deſtrde,commanded by andby .. 

Acertaine poꝛtion to bemave of barlie parthed die Th 
And wine and honie mixt with cheeſe : and with the ſame the flie 

Had meint the iuite of cer taine herbes which vnefpide did lie 

By reaſon ot the I wert eneſle of the denke. Me toke the cup. 
Deliuered by hir wicked hand, and quatt it cleerelie vp 

With thir ſtie thꝛotes, which done, and when the turſed witch had int 
Dur higheſt hearetips with her mand, ( it is a ſhame, but vit 

J will declare the truth) A wert allrough with bꝛiſtled heare, ? 


Did lay the leaues and ſtalkes on heapes acco2ding to their hew, C . 


And could not make complaint with wozds. Jn ſtead of ſpech I there 
Did make a rawghtiſh grunting,and with groneling face gan beare 
My vilage downeward to the ground. J felt a hoked groine 

To weren hard vpon m mouth, and bzawnednecke to ioine 

My head and ſhoulders. And the hands with which J late ago 

Had taken vp the charmed cup, were turnd to fert as tho, 

Such foꝛce there is in ſoꝛcerie. In ſine with other mo 8 
That taſted of the ſelfſame ſaute, they ſhut me in a ſtie. 

From this miſhap Eurilochus alonly ſcapte. Fo2 why 

He only would not take the cup, which had he not fled fro, 

He ſhould haue bene a bꝛiſtled beaſt as well as we. And ſo 
Should none haue bozne ly ſſes wozdof our miſchance, noz hee 
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Hane come to Circe fo reuenge our harmes and ſet vs fre, 

Che peace - pꝛocuter Mercurie had giuen to him a white 

Faire flow2e whoſe rot is blacke, and of the Gods it Molie hight, 

Aſard by this and heauenly heſts, he entred Circes bowze 2 

And being bidden foz fo dꝛinke the cup of balefull powze, 

As Circe was about to ſtroke hir wand vpon his beare, 

he thꝛuſt hir backe, and put hir with his naked ſwozd in feare. 

Then kell they to agrement ſtraight, and faith in hand was plight, 

And being made hir bedfellow;he claimed as in right 

Df dowzte,fo2 to haue his men againe in perfect plight, 

Sher ſpꝛinkled vs with better iuice of vntouth hearbs,and ſtrake 

The awk end ol hir charmed rod vpon our heads, and ſpake 

Wo2ds to the fozmer contrarie. The moꝛe ſhe charm'd, the moze 

Aroſe we vpward from the ground, on which we darde befoze. 

Our bꝛiſtels fell away, the clift our clouencle&s fo:ſoke, 

Dur ſhoulders did returne againe : and next our elbows toke 

Our armes and hands their fozmer place. Then weping we embzace 

Dur loꝛd, and hing about his necke, who alſo wept apace. 

And not a woꝛd we rather ſpake than ſuch as might appeare 

From hearts moſt thankfull to pꝛoceed . We tarried there a yeare, 
A in that while ſaw manie things, and manie things did heare. 
A marked alſo this one thing with ſtoꝛe of other geare, 

Which one of Circes foure chiefe maids (whoſe office was alway 

Upon ſuch hallows to attend) did ſecretly bew2ay 

To me. Foz in the while my Loꝛd with Circe kept alone, 

This maid a yongmans image ſhewd of faire white marble ſtone 

Within a chancell, On the head thereof were garlands ſtoze, 

And eke a wodſpecke.And as J demanded hir wherefoze, 

And who it was they honoꝛd ſo in holie Church, and why 

He bare that bird vpou his head: ſhe anſwering by and by, 

Haid: Learne hereby ſtr Macarce ta budetſtand the powze 

Py ladie hath, and marke thou well what J ſhall lay this howze. 
There raignd erewhile in Italie one Picus Saturnes ſonne, 
Who loued war like hoꝛſe and had delight to ſe them runne. 

He was ol feature as youſee. And by this image hare, 

The verie beautie ol the man doth liuelily appere. - 

Þis courage matcht his perſonage: and ſcarcely had be well 


Heene twentie years. is countnance did allure the nymphs that dwell 


Among the Latian hilles. The nymphs of . and ol bzwkes,

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As thoſe that haunted & Albula were rauiſht with his loks, 

And ſo were they that Numicke beares,and Anio to, and Alme 
That runneth ſhoꝛt, and headdie Nar and Farfat cole and calme.
